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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to independent claim 1 , note is made only of the limitations, "each sensor 
comprising... four conducting areas", "the deformable element associated with each 
sensor is in equilibrium around a central part of the deformable element" and "causing 
the ends of the deformable element to. ..contact two conducting areas arranged on 
opposing inside walls" as specifically defined in the claim and in combination with the 
rest of the limitations in the claim. 

(b) The closest reference Thomas, Jr. (US Patent 5,128,671 henceforth "Thomas, 
Jr.") in combination with Matsunaga et al. (US Patent 6,230,564 B1 henceforth 
"Matsunaga") discloses a similar invention as set forth in the Office Action mailed on 
01/14/2008. 

However, Thomas, Jr. or Matsunaga does not disclose or provide motivation for 
the above-mentioned limitations as specifically defined in the claim. 

(c) Therefore, the prior art does not disclose or provide motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned limitation in combination with the rest of the limitations in claim 1 .
